1* Purpose 

The planning and execution of sabotage missions by Gruppe Yl_y were 
frecnaently hampered by the lack of eui table and reliable Information. 
Available information was often inconplete or out of date. The procurement 
of accessary material through departmental channels of the SD or Abvehr 
consumed too much time. 

SS H/Stuf^Xarl Geor g ygL Tjma'fflffl suggested in 19^3 the creation of a 
separate ref ere g & e ,, libi i a ry whica would contain information needed for. 
tabotago missions; The idea met with the approval of the chief of Vl-JP/3, 
Stubaf Karl IASS 10- (of Annex IX) a nd w as given joint authorisation by the • 
chief of H-P, 0/Stubaf Herrmann DQSRNER and the chief of Amt: VI, Brigf 
SCSTOENBERG. 

VELLH02HER was appointed head of this reference Institute ( for « chungs 
Xnstitut GHuewald). He selected the engineers Valter FLORET (as a rallrdad 
expert) and Frans PERSCHMANN (as a power supply specialist) for his staff* 

It was planned . that the Forechungs Xnstitut should not only provide 
detaUed descriptions as veil as available illustrations and technical 
information concerning installations designated ae sabotage objectives, 
but should also suggest Valuable targets which its own research disclosed. 

To make these reports as complete as possible VELIHQENER desired -to Include 
the specifications of the implements necessary for the destruction of the 
objective amd the type of sabotage requi red* *hen V~Le.ute of the SD were . 
selected to carry out the missions* WBLLHOENER wanted to supervise their 
practical and theoretical training* It was intended that the schooling 
should be under the direction of the appropriate Sachgebiets Loiter (ohief 
of the special section in question)* This training was to be augmented with 
training films. . 

Although DOESNER supported the plan, it later bedame apparent that 
Amt VI, had no intention of entrusting WELLBOENER with the oontrol of such a 
large project* The ruthless, energetic and ambitious H/Stuf FADLHABER soon 
pushed ^LLHOEETEi. into the background (cf Annex III). By' 19^ EiSliHABJE 
and Vl-F/3 b were responsible for the training of V-Leute and the deter- 
mination of the types of sabotage to be utilised* 

"2. Organisation 

At first the Institute was located at Delbueckstrasse 6a, BERLIN, but* 
as it expended, WELIHOENER had to eeek new quarters for the organisation. 
Although he desired to remain in BERLIN, he began to move the first pert 
of the institute in December 19^3 (FLQHBT and PBRSCHMAN. with their secre- 
tary, Annaliese VERNER) to MARIANSKE ‘LAZNSS, Czechoslovakia, where Amt VI 
bed previcudly. rented the Park Hotel Valdmuele. Constant air raids soon 
made it iterative to move the entire institute out of BERLIN. By June 
19^ tha ; entire institute was located in MARIAN SEE LAZN3. 
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The institute was organised in six deptB which dealt with various 
subjects (Sacbgebiete ):
